The corvette Nitsin, built in Hollaad for the Prince of Hizen, 
went out for her trial trip on the [2th inst. preparatory to her 
being handed over to his officers. In addition to the Japane 
she had a large party of foreigners on board, which included the 
following Consuls :—F. P. Tombrink, - (Netherlands), W. P. 
Mangum, Ee Leon Drury, Esq. (H-I.F.M.), Jose Loureiro, 
Esq.

She was duly transferred to the Japanese on the after- 
noon of the 13th inst., previous to which the corvette Vitsin sa-

a like number of guns. After these compliments were finished 
the Hizen flag at the main and Japanese ensign at the peak were 
hoisted ‘ 
The movements of war vessels have been as follows :—Dupleia 
H.L.F.M., from Yokohama and Hiogo; Coetlogan, for Yoko- 
hama ; Aspes (gunboat), from China; Hertha North-German), 
from Shanghai ; Grasshopper, in port. : 
It has been the source of great satisfaction to this community 
to learn that the Mail and Native Christian questions are to be 
brought to the notice of Parliament.

SHANGHAI. 

The dates are down to the 19th May. No later mail had been 
received from London than the 25th March. Telegrams via 
Kiachta reached to the 26th April. The following summary is 
from the Worth China Herald of May 19 :— 

The meeting of rate-payers has been the great object of inte- 
rest. The second day’s debate arose chiefly out of the Budget. 
The usual taxes, estimated to yield a revenue of Tis. 193,000, 
were passed ; it was resolved to levy land tax in future on Chi- 
nese owners of land within the limits of the foreign settlement ; 
one-half per cent. was added to the house-tax, both native and 
foreign, to replace the revenue until lately derived by the Council 
from the sale of night-soil, but which the large property-owners 
have now taken into their own hands. The other municipal rates— 
police and lighting—were lumped with this, and a general rate 
of 6 per cent. on foreign and 8 per cent. on Chinesé tenants, sub- 
atituted for the several broken items. The construction of various 
new roads, ard the extetision of others, was resolved on. The 
land tax on roads, which has been hitherto paid by the owners of 
property who first deded the land, is to be shifted to the 
shoulders of the Council. Thé Council wete instructed to ne- 

otiate with & view to freeing thé Soochow Creck Bridge to

were agreed to. The questions of bund frontage and of water 
supply were only casually touched on. It was explained 
that it was the intension to constitute the Municipal Medical 
Qfficer an Officer of Health, and toadd Tle.

It was also resolved to collect wharfage dues, in future, direct 
from the Chinese, instead of accepting the Taotai’s commutation, 
aa it was found that H.E. made this an excuse to collect tho fol- 
lowitig extravagant squeeze on goods when delivered from foreign 
godowns to Chinese shopkeepers itt the settlement :—Grey Shitt- 
ings, per bale of 50 pieces, Shanghai Tis.

Mr. Dixwell has been 
elected Jhairman, and Mr. Reid vice-Chairman of the new Council. 

A public meeting of the French Municipal Council was held on 
the 16th, to discuss and decide on the Budget for the ensuing year. 
The total income is estimated at Tls. 88,292, and the outlay at 
Tis. 84,891 ; leaving a surplus, on the 31st March next, of Tls. 3,401. 
Only one ratepayer was present, so the proceedings was not of an 
excited nature. The principal features of the new Budget are, a 
small vote for the repairs of the Si-ka-way road; appropriations 
of Tis. 1,000 for the formation of a vaccine hospital, Ms. 2,000 for 
the erection of four iron tanks, each to contain 75,000 gallons of 
weter, for the use of the Fire Brigade, of Tls. 6,000 for repairs to 
the Bund and the projected collection of a “Commercial Tax ” 
from Chinese merchants residing within the concession who, other- 
wisé, it \is estimated, pay @ proportion of taxes very incommen- 
surate with their income. 

We hear that Mr. Gardner, of H.M. Consular service, who has 
lately returned from England, goes to Chinkiang to relieve Mr. 
Stronach, who goes home on leave. Mr. Margary, now acting 
interpreter at Shanghai, goes to Tamsui to relieve Mr. McClatchie, 
who comes to take Mr. Margary’s place at Shanghai, It is diffi- 
cult to know what other motive this exchange can have, than 
a wish to defeat the Government efforts at economy, by needless 
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expenditure of passage money. Mr. Baber has lately gone to 
Changchow, near Swatow, to open a Consulate at that port. 

Mr. Wm. Gamble, late Superintendent of the American 
Presbyterian Mission Press at this place, has just returned from 
Japan, and reports the successful establishment at Nagasaki, 
for the native authorities, of a type-foundry, for the production 
of Japanese, Chinese, and English fonts. They have also eagerly 
adopted the electrotype process, and introduced foreign presses ; 
and propose to issue as their first work Medhurst’s lish- 
Chinese’ Dictionary, with explanations in their hative kana 
character. 

A correspondent writes :—I¢ is high time the P. and 0. Com- 
pany spoke out as to what rate of freight they intend charging 
on silk this season, for, surely, few will continue quietly to go 
on paying Tis. 11 per bale, now that the days of the monopoly 
are ended, 

The weather at Hankow has been seasonable, with the usual 
amount of rain falling. Water level of the Yangtsze twenty feet 
two inches ; the previous week it was a foot higher. The follow- 
ing outside steamers will load for Great Britain and the Continent 
—viz. : Ayamemnon, for England ; Diomed, for Odessa and Trieste ; 
P. and O. steamer China, for England; also Lr’ King, Oberon, 
and United Service (Diamond Line), all via Suez Canal. 


HONG KONG. 

The dates are now down to the 26th May. The French mail of 
the 14th April arrived out on the 24th May, with telegrams to 
the 7th May. The following itoms are from the Overland Ching 
Hail of the 26th May :— 

The Caractacus, Captain Murray, from Saigon for Yokohama, 
struck on the Paracels on the 9th May. The crew after consider- 
able hardships from the Chinese landed at Macao. 

The Slaney was lost near the Caractacus. 

The small steamer Lay, Captain Hide, of ninety-eight tons, from 


Hong Kong to Manila, was lost on the coast of Hinnan ; the crew 
reached Macao safely. Mr. Findlay, the owner, was unfortunately 
lost. 


Efforts arc being made to raise carne from the sunken ship 
Dunmail ; it is expected that there will be litigation to decide 
the liabilities of consignees, d&c. Captain Thompson, of the Dun- 
mail, has been tried, and his certificate suspended for six months. 
The sentence is looked on generally as a lenient one. 

H. M.8. Donegal left for home, with time-expired officers and 
men, on the 24th May. The EWenborough, with invalids, left for 
Portsmouth on 22nd. 

The Colonial Surgeon’s report is ajvery satisfactory statement 
of the health of the island.

H. J. Ball. It is also notified that M. du Chesne’s appointment 
of M. Dillon to take charge of the French Consulate during the 
absence of the former gentleman is recognised provisionally sad 
until further notice. 

The application of Mr. de Long, the U. 8. Minister to Japan; to 
his government for an establishment and retinue similar to, and 
on the same scale as, that of the British Legation, and the remark- 
able coincidence of the almost simultaneous recommendation of 
our Forcign Secretary that the service of our Foreign Legations 
should be reduced and assimilated to the American system, 
naturally gives rise to thoughts and ideas as to the comparative 
merit of the two systems ; which has worked the best, which bas 
been the most economical, and how far may each be improved by 
a judicious “ dovetailing” of the other? At present neither party 
appear satisfied with their own. 

Ir. IIart left Foochow on the 13th May, for Formosa, in his 
new steamer, the Lony-Feng. This vessel is one of three that were 
built in London especially tor the Chinese reyenue service, and 
was formerly called the /’apita. She is fifty-nine tons register, 
fitted with Dudgeon’s engines, has twin screws, and steams 
twelve knots. ; 

Wo ave glad te announca tho xo-epening of the A Bank 8 
Shanghai, under the management of Me Maccall. This Bank is 
now in as strong a position nas it was during its best days ; and 
with the lesson of caution derived from its misfortune, will no 
doubt run in future a prosperous carcer. 

A most extraordinary rumour has gained great currency among 
the Chinese at Pekin, and is mentioned in twoef the Northern 
papers. It isstated that Sir Rutherford Alcock is to succeed Mr. 
Burlingame as heard of the Ohinose Embassy. 

Much attention, says the Daily Press, has been directed to the 
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official correspondence recently published on the subject of the 
Special Fund, or Gambling revenue. The fact that Governor 
MacIonnell’s application of this money is not sanctioned by Earl 
Granville, and consequently involves the Colony in a debt of 
$129,000, is severely animadverted on, and the fecling with re- 
gard to ILE.’s finance is one of complete dissatisfaction. _

“Loss OF THE SLANEY.” 

The following account of the loss of the gunboat S/nry is from 
Admiral Kellet to the Admiralty, and is more detailedjthan in the 
local papers :-— 

H.M.S. Ocean, at Hong Kong, May 25, 

“Sir,—I deeply regret to inform you that I have received in- 
telligence of the wreck of Her Majesty’s gunboat Slaney, on the 9th 
inst., at the Paracel Islands, Drummond Island Reef, and of the 
loss of all her crew except nine persons.

“ And sixteen others, whose names I have not yet been able to 
ascertain. A Chinesc servant, who was saved by clinging to the 
top of the cooking galley, and who found his way to Hong Kong, 
gives the following account of this disaster :— 

“The Slaney left Singapore on the 14th of April for Hong Kong, 
and had light winds and calms until the 4th of May, whena 
strong breeze sprung up, which rapidly freshened into a gale of 
great violonce—indeed, it is described as a typhoon, On Thurs- 
day, the 5th of May, the S/-mey lost threo of her boats. On the 
following day she was dismasted, and lost ber last remaining boat. 
On Saturday her sails were blown away. Sunday appears to have 
been without further disaster; but at one o’clock on Monday 
morning, the 9th inst., the ship struck on the Paracel Islands, 
the bow being high and dry on a detached reef, the stern in deep 
water, and a heavy sea washing over the decks. On Tuesday, the 
loth, twenty-four persons attempted to swim to an island, and on 
the following day twenty others left tho ship in the sume way. 
OF all these. among whum were many good swimmers, only two 
reacned the land. The remaining seven who were saved were 
taken off the wreck by fishermen’s boats. ; 

“The instant the news reached me (at noon on the 23rd inst.) 
I despatched the Sulamis and tdrexture to the scene of, the wreck 
to bring away the survivors, as wellas to affurd assistance to the 
crew of the ship Cuructucus, which went on shore quite close to 
the Sluney during the same storm. They have not yet returned, 
and Iam therefore compelled to forward this imperfect account 
of the matter by the mail which leaves to-day. Further particu- 

. lars shall be sent by the first possible opportunity. 

“This snd event has cast the decpest cloom over the large squa- 
dron assembled here. ‘The number of officers and men to return 
to England in the Doneya/ would have been completed by the 
arrival of the Slncy, and this circumstance has touched all hearts 
with intense sympathy with the relations and friends of the de- 
ceased. Lieutenant Ellwyn, who commanded the Slazcy, was a 
most amiable, excellent officer, and a thorough sailor. There can 
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be no doubt that everything was done to save the ship which skill 
and courage could achieve. The Slaney was in a high state of 
discipline, and her crew were remarkably steady, well-behaved 
men.”

BATAVIA. 
‘(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 

The works for the construction of the railway in the Samarang 
principalities have been stopped, because the cash of the company 
was totally exhausted. The Governor-General, however, assisted 
by the India Council, has resolved to advance to the company 
another f.175,000, in order that the works might be continued. 

You will remember that the last inspection voyage of the Go- 
vernor-Gencral cost f.100,000 more than the sum which was des- 
tined for it. The Jrswdinde now asserts that the Government 
has, according to the order of the Minister of the Colonial De- 
partment, pensioned four high functionaries, who bought such an 
enormous quantity of all sorts of things for the reception of Mr. 
Myer that, when selling the remainder, after the departure of the 
Governor-General, this produced about £45,000. The Batavian 
Handlesblad thinks that the news is not well founded. 

The English steamer Vine arrived at Samarang, and was offered 
£4 10s. per ton, that is f.103 per last,to bring a full cargo of 
coffee from there to Holland, sia Suez Canal. The captain, how- 
ever, did not accept the offer, and started for Singapore.

SINGAPORE. 

Dates by this opportunity reach to June 3. The London mail 
of April 22 arrived out on May 24 with telegrams to the 17th. 
The opening of the Legislative Council on the 23rd, noticed in our 
last issue, was the only event of the fortnight. 

The British steamer Morning, Pepsin Jayne, from Glasgow, 
April 17, v/a the Suez Canal, arrived here on May 30, having made 
the passage in forty-three days. Captain Jayne reports that the 
Ocean Company’s steamer Priam passed through the Canal ahead 
of the Morning, and after getting into the Red Sea, meeting a 
strong head wind, the Priam took the lead. She may consequently 
be looked for hourly. 





Commercial Report,

STRAITS, JAVA, AND CHINA IMPORTS. 


IT1roGo AND Osaka, May 17*.—All branches of the Import trade had 
been in a state of unexampled depression during the month. In most 
articles of foreign import no demand whatever existed, even at the lower 
rates quoted, whilst at the same time Exchange had gone against holders. 
It was believed that the Government Trade Department, which was in 
full operation, was obtaining control to a great extent over the business, to 
the great detriment of foreign interests. Grey Shirtings continued in very 
moderate demand at quotations. Cotton Yarn was in no demand, with 
the exception of a slight inquiry for 16-24, which had not led to any 
business. T-Cloths had been placed to a small extent at the prices given. 
Victoria Lawns were still saleable at a slight reduction upon previous 


rates. Turkey Red Cloth and Black Velvets were again lower, and quite 
neglected. affachclas was out of season. Camlets were in limited de- 
mand. Crape Lastings had been placed toa small extent. Mousselines 


de Laino found buyers at irregular rates, showing a decline upon all but 
very favourite patterns. Black Cloth entirely neglected. A few sales of 
Blankets were reported.

Yorouama, May 22.°—Business had been very limited, not more than 
500 piculs having been settled, making settlements since previous American 
mail about 1,600 piculs only. Prices had ruled slightly lower. Supplies 
almost entirely from Kobe had continued to come forward freely, and 
stocks were unusually large for this period of the season. Samples of the 
new season’s Tea had been shown and some small settlements made ;

MANILA. 

The steamer Mars, which vessel sailed for Hong Kong on the 12th 
May, was compelled by the state of the weather to take shelter in the 
port of Mariveles. 

The steamer Prim, for Hong Kong and Amoy on the 11th, came in 
again on the following day, and without anchoring went away again, 
the cause remaining unknown which may have brought her back. 

In the evening of the 5th a severe typhoon was experienced at Ilo 
Ilo. The wind commenced blowing from the N.W., and veering round 
to the East, it blew from that quarter with great fury, and coming 
round to the S.E. it ended there. The Spanish s.tooners Nueva Vi- 
centa, Petrona, and Nueva Consolacion, were wrecked on the South 
coast, besides many small craft having to lament some loss of life. The 
Spanish barque Maria del Rosario, in her return voyage from Singa- 

ore, experienced on the 7th another severe typhoon, in lat. 12 deg. 
The wind began to blow from the N.N.W., veering to the West, 
from which quarter it blew furiously, soon moderating when it came 
tothe south, The barometer fell down to 29-12. The greatest atrength 
of the wind was from 4 p.m. of the same day.

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THE ONE POUND DRAFT QUESTION. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Sm,—Might Lask you, as the representative of the China merchants, 
for space to reply to an article against them that has appeared in the 
last issue of the dealers’ journal, the Produce Markets Review } 

I would not have troubled you but for the unqualilied partiality of 
the production in question, and I cannot rofrain from saying that had 
the author reflected a little more before he penned his remarks that 
many of them would not have been published ; but he appears so con- 
vinced that nobody is acquainted with the details of the tea trade but 
the dealers, that he instantly rushes into print to criticise, denounce 
and threaten. 

The dispute on the tare and draft matter is the chief burden of the 
song of the editor of the Mevrew, and weaker arguments than the 
trade use in their defence I could not imagine. They claim this super 
tare and draft (1) because it has been a custom of the trade hitherto, 
(2) to cover, as they say, the risk of loss in retailing the chest. What 
risk isthere? Did any dealer, retailer or householder, ever break into 
a chest of tea but he found, with very rare exceptions, two or three 
pounds over what he paid for? And yet tbe merchant is so mon- 
strously wicked for objecting to lose two per cent. because he has been 
such a froose 80 long ! 

I will now dwell briefly on rather a thoughtless observation of Mr. 
Editor, who says, ‘‘ for there is no doubt that there are many inter- 
mediate profits before the dealers get their tea.” Had he said before 
the consumer gets his tea there would have been sense in it; but of 
all the unnecessary increase of cost to the consumer is that which is 
absorbed by the wholesale dealers, and yet they are the most dissatis- 
fied class connected with the product. 

And now for the awful threat of this combination. It is news to me 
that the dealers are as extensive or opulent a class as those who do or 
who can import tea. Mr. Editor evidently thinks that tea merchants 
are confined to London ; perhaps he is not aware that Lancashire, and 
Yorkshire even, harbour some of these terrible ogres ; and 1 wonder which 
party would find it the most expensive—the dealers to open establish- 
ments, even if they could find the accommodation they imagine, in ex- 
travagant China, or for the merchants to ignore them in quitting their 
imports into Great Britain, for “there are more ways of choking a dog 
than with the thick end of a jam dumpling ;” besides, I fecl certain there 
is precedent sufficient of the dealers laving tried merchanting, and I 
am equally certain that those will think twice before they do it again ; 
and, further, Mr. Editor fails to convince me that stocks are so opposed 
to the merchants’ position. I think he has forgotten to deduct a very 
large percentage that for years has not, and never will, appear on te 
market. 

Iam glad, in conclusion, to be able to agree with some remarks 
in the article I am anawering, namely, those which refer to the 
dealer being excluded from bidding at tne auctions, and paying 
half per cent. to the merchants’ broker; and if the dealers will persist 
in opposing both these meagures, I am certain they will have the cordial 
co-operation of every importer. The brokers argue that if such a rule 
were established, that they could not both buy and sell, there would be 
some cases of extreme hardship; but I would remind them that no laws 
are made that do not injure some one, but it is the general benefit 
which is studied, and I am certain that brokers would Jose fewer con- 
stituents if they had not the temptation of scrving two masters. I 
apologise for the length of my remarks, and remain, Sir, very respect- 
fully, youra, &c., A MERCHANT.

Tue Reportep Massacre at Pekuy.-—-The Oficial Journal of Paria 
says :—“ The bad news from China, which has come by way of London, 
is of an entirely unofficial character. ‘The Duc de Gramont has 
hastened to obtain intelligence by the shortest route, the Russian 
telegraph, and has received a reply from St. Petersburg, according to 
which the Russian Government had received no advice of the alleged 
massacre.” The Duc de Gramont, on being questioned on the subject, 
confirmed the above.

and the Oneida, contended that no blame attached to Captain Eyre, 
although his certificate had been suspended for six months. He was of 
opinion that ninety-nine men out of a hundred would have donc the 
same as Captain Eyre had done, and Sir H. Keppel, who had examined 
into the matter and had written to him (Mr. Hanbury-Tracey), said that 
in his opinion the conduct of Captain Eyre under the circumstances 
was free from blame, and that had he been in the same position he 
would have acted as Captain Eyre had done. In 1860 strong evidence 
had been given in favour of taking away the jurisdiction of the Board 
ofTrade, The reprimand of the Board was far too severe to have been 
inflicted without the clearest evidence. It was of a character which, 
if any foundation existed for it, would have justified an indictment 
for manslaughter. It waz neither right, fair, nor just, and he had 
been advised that Captain Eyre could recover against the Board of 
Trade in an action for libel. IIe had shown that Captain Eyre was so 
harshly treated by the Court of Inquiry, as to have justified the Board 
of Trade in reopening the inquiry ; and that a charge had been made 
against Captain Eyre which amounted to grave miscarriage of justice. 
In fact, he had been sacrificed to public feeling in America. The hon. 
member concluded by moving his motion. 

The following is Sir H. Keppel’ lettcr, referred to by Mr. Hanbury - 
Tracy :—‘‘ There has never been any question as to the collision 
between the Oneida and the Bombay being entirely the fault of the 
former. With regard to the subsequent conduct of the captain of the 
Bombay, I can assure you that I have carefully gone into the cvidence; 
T have, moreover, examined the track chart at the Peninsular and 
Oriental’s Company's office in the City, as well as personally questioned 
Captain Eyre, and I am decidedly of opinion that his conduct after- 
wards, under the peculiar and difficult circumstances in which he was 
pti was free from blame. The evidence as to the duties performed 

y the chief officer is conclusive, to my mind, that the engines must 
have been stopped fully ten minutes, more than ample time for any 
ship, especially a man-of-war, to make signals by rockets or blue-lights, 
should she wish to communicate. Captain Eyre assured me that after 
he had acceded to the pilot's request to proceed, he himself took up 
& position on the bridge and, facing aft, never, with his glasses in his 
hand, took his eyes oif the spot where the vessel he hud beca in con- 
tact with would have becn had she not proceeded, as he last saw her, 
under gail and steam; and I am satisfied no better look out could have 
been kept than that he performed himself, while the pilot looked out 
for his ship, which he naturally believed had received the greater injury, 
her having sprung a leak being reported to him. ‘I'he shock, too, ot 
the collision was go little felt on board that I knew a lady who thought 
so little of it that she continucd her game at Bézique with which she 
was occupied at the time. I think that had I been in Captain Eyre's 

sition, with mails and passengers on board, J should have acted as 
did. Further inquiry will, I trust, prove that Captain Eyre has been 
already hardly dealt with.” 

Sir J. Exputnstons, after hearing all that had been said on the 
matter, could not make out where the Oneida had been struck. He 
did not know where the “ midsheets” were. The hon. member, with 
@ profusion of nautical terms, gave his veraion of the collision, which, 
he said, had been occasioned by the American midshipman in chare 
of the Oncida putting his helm astarboard instead of aport. Captain 
Eyre had done everything possible both to avoid the collision and 
afterwards, and if this had not bcen a Yankeo man-of-war they would 
never have heard anything more about it. (Oh.) If he had been 
Captain Eyre, he should have done just as Captain Eyre did ; and the 
conduct of the Board of Trade in censuring him would rise up injudg- 
ment against them, and, if the hon. gentleman divided on the question, 
he should support him. 

Mr. GLapstonu regretted that the phrase ‘‘ Yankee man-of-war” 
had been used by the hon. member of Portsmouth. It tended to show 
the temper which had bcen imported into tho debate. 

Sir J. ELPHinsToNE would withdraw the word “ Yankee,” and say 
“an American man-of-war.” 

Mr. Guapstonz: The statement at all events amounted to a distinct 
charge against the members of the Courtat Yokohama, and it accused 
them of giving their decision not as judges upon the evidence, but be- 
causo they were dealing with the case of an American man-of-war. 
He (Mr. Gladstone) lamented that the subject had been brought be- 
fore the House at all. The mere fact of omission to render assistance 
in a case of danger at sea was by the Merchant Shipping Act’of this 
country a atatutable offence, and the enforcement of the law with re- 
spect to that was provided by the appointment of a court and an ap- 
peal to the Board of Trade. Under the circumstances of this case it 
would have been much wiser on the part of Captain Eyre’s friends to 
have trusted to the gentle and gradual action of public opinion, than 
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very unlikely to be at Tientain at this season of the year, :

OVERLAND BETWEEN INDIA AND CHINA. 

An interesting report has recently been issued by Mr. 
Cooper with reference to his journeys undertaken for the 
purpose of ascertaining the best way of opening a line of com- 
munication between India, Thibet, and China. The principal 
features of this report were embodied in the address of the 
author to a conference which lately assembled at the Society 
of Arts to discuss the snbject. It will be noticed that Mr. 
Cooper pronounces strongly against the route through Mu- 
nipore and Northern Burmabh, partially explored some time 
since by Captain Suapen, and declares it to be utterly im- 
practicable for commercial intercourse. This only confirms 
what we have written from time to time, and is another 
argument in favour of the route advocated by Captain Spryg, 
namely, that which leads direct from Rangoon to the south- 
western frontier of China. We trust that the Indian Go- 
vernment roay, therefore, be now induced to abandon the 
opposition it has hitherto shown to this route. From the 
personal knowledge Mr. Cooper acquired of the coun- 
tries through which he travelled and of their peoples, it seems 
clear that regular commerce between England and the West 
of China cannot be established by either the Brahmapootra 
and Sudiya route to Bathang, or that of the Irrawaddy and 
Bhamo route to Talifoo. And, though Captain SLavEN is 
said to entertain a different opinion. the non-publication by 
the Government of India of his official report would imply 
that it discloses difficulties and objections—vither of a physi- 
cal, political, or military character—connected with the Kine 
and Government of Burmah, his rebel Khakyen mountain 
subjects, the Chinese Shans east of them, the more eastern 
Chinese Panthay rebels around Talifoo, or the Imperial Go- 
vernment of China, such as it would not be discreet in the 
Government of India to make public. Under these circum. 
stances, and as the extreme point Captain SLapEN was able 
to reach—Momien, 120 miles N.E of Bhamo—was found 
to be 7,000 fect above the sea level, we cannot but wonder 
that the survey Lord CranBorye ordered when Secretary of 
State for India of Captain Sprye’s more southern and shorter 
route, from Rangoon to Kiang-Hung, has not been resumed, 
and this in the manner so long prayed for by our Cham. 
bers of Commerce—namely, under the direction of an able 
and impartial railway engineer of this country, wholly un- 
connected with the Indian services. Lord CRaNnBorNg, when 
Secretary of State for India, did not order this line to be sur- 
veyed without having first corresponded with the then Viceroy 
of India, and fully refuted his objections to the measure. In 
addition to this, he conferred with a previous Secretary of 
State for India—Lord Staxuer—at the time Foreign Mi- 
nister, who had also well considered the proposition ; and 
Lord Sranuey fully concurred with his India-office suc- 
cessor in the propriety of having the Kiang-Hung line sur- 
veyed, which he described as a “ wise and useful step, the 
“ possible advantages of which were great, the risk of pro- 
“ voking hostility nothing serious, and the cost insignificant, 
“considering the magnitude of the interests involved,” &c. 
We will hope, therefore, that the present liberal holder of 
the Seals of the India-office will not permit the industrial 
classes of the kingdom to be longer excluded from such & 
market as the West of China offers for the extension of 
commeroe, if this short and practicable way to it be opened 
up. We fully agree with Mr. Cooper that Ching is quite 
large and populous enough to be commercially entered by 
our merchants at many different points, free from interior 
competition. The following is a summary of the proceedings 
at the Conference to which we have alluded :— 

The Caatrwan, in introducing Mr. Cooper, who bas lately returned 
from his travels in Western China, Eastern Thibet, and Assam, con- 
gratulated the meeting on the Privilege of havinga gentleman present 
who, from personal observation, could tell them something of the trade 
routes between India and China, and Assam and Eastern Thibet. 
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Mr. Cooper, in addresaing the meeting, said that before of 
these routes he would like toexplain the objects he had in view during 
his pioneering journeys from Shanghai towards India, and from As- 
sam towards Bathang, in Eastern Thibet. His first journey was un- 
dertaken for the purpose of finding a line of communication between 
India and China, and he had ascertained beyond doubt that such aline 
existed ; yet he had been obliged to return with the conviction that this 
route would never enable the millions of China and India to enter into 
commercial intercourse with each other. His second journey was not 
for the purpose of exploring the route from Agsam to China, but rather to 
Open aroute from Agsam into Eastern Thibet, by which the tea plantersof 
the Assam Valley might send their tea to a profitable market. With re- 
gard to trade between India and China, via the Yangtsze and Brama- 
pootra Rivers, he saw but little likelihood of its ever being established. 
The distance overland from the most eastern navigable point of the Bra- 
mapootra to the most western of the Yangtsze was too great, while com. 
munication could only be maintained during four months of the year. 
Opposed to this was, also, the Hankow market, from which the province 
of Szchuen could be supplied with piece goods wa the Upper Yangtsze. 
As to the route from Calcutta to Eastern Thibet, »a@ the Bramapootra, 
Mr. Coorgr thought too much attention could not be bestowed upon 
it. The Chinese at present sent some six or eight million pounds of 
brick tea from Western Szchuen into Thibet by a land carriage of 
more than four hundred miles. It would therefore be seen that if the 
tea planters of Assam could send their tea into Thibet at a point only 
ten days’ journey from the furthest navigable point of the Bramapootra 
they would cut the Chinese entirely out of the market; but that. while 
this trade would undoubtedly be a source of great wealth to India, to 
this extent only could she ever hope to benefit by trade in that part 
of Asia. Another route (which he had not travelled) was advocated 
as affording a probability of commercial intercourse between India and 
China, and that was the route through Munipore and northern Bur- 
mah, crossing the Irrawaddy at Bhamo, and thence to Talifoo in 
Yunnan. It appeared to him that this route had no chance whatever 
of developing commerce betwecn the two empircs. In the first place 
it would pass through the north of the King of Burmah’s country, and 
in the next place trade could never cross a great water highway like 
the Irrawaddy, having for its trade gorge the town of Rangoon. Though 
part of this route had lately been explored by Captain Sladen, Mr. 
Cooper had not traversed any portion of it, but he had beea in 
the north-west of Yunnan, and, from what he could see, the trade, 
likely to arise, even should the route be opened, had been over- 
estimated by the merchants of Rangoon; and, though he was of 
this opinion, he also thought that with the opening of the route 
birth might be given to a considerable trade between Rangoon and 
Yunnan and the western part of the province Kwei-chew, but not 
with Szchuen, the trade of which belonged to the eastern seaboard 
of China. In saying this he was glad of the opportunity to state in 
public that there could be no grounds for jealousy between the British 
merchants in China and those of Burmah. There was ample room in 
China for all. But many difficulties stood in the way of a successful open- 
ing of the Bhamo and Tali route. The Khakyans and Chinese Shans 
were to be quieted ; and it appeared to him that unless Burmah proper is 
annexed, the only person likely to benefit by this trade would be the 
King of that country. This was, however, a difficulty which he hoped 
would be overcome by other means if possible, as he looked on every 
Piece of annexation by the Indian Government in the future as s0 
much of her strength sacrificed. He could not, however, be silent on 
the other point of extreme which the Government were apparently 
inclined to adopt, which seemed to be the destruction of commercial 
intereats when opposed to the peace-at-any-price policy which QGo- 
vernment holds in such high esteem. Nothing could be more danger- 
ous than allowing the Chinese to evade the letter of our treaty, or to 
allow the Burmese Government and mountain tribes like those 
met by Captain Sladen to stop or interfere with legitimate Govern- 
ment undertakings. It might keep peace for a time, but might 
ultimately compel us, for the eake of the British name, to shed 
much blood and incur great expense. He thought, there- 
fore, that when Government once undertook a project they shoald 
carry it out honourably but firmly, and show to the Eastern peoples 
that, while annexation is not contemplated, free and unmolested com- 
mercial intercourse is desired, and that violence and murder will be 
promptly punished. Trade routes should be explored, too, by private 
enterprise, and not by Government officers, whose instructions are 
generally of such a nature that they carry with them a great weight 
of political responsibility, and are obliged to proceed by purchasing 
their way through countries at a cost that very seriously impedes the 
progress of commercial efforts following in their footeteps. Only one 
thing remained for him to say before closing his address, and that was 
on the subject of roads beyond our Indian and Burmah frontiers, He 
thought that our object should rather be to make India a great com- 
mercial centre, to which the people of Asia should flock to satisfy their 
wants ; and not to make her a mere transit station, and her merchants 
carriers of goods and road makera for peoples who can just as easily 
come to her by their own present roads as by any we could make 
through the Himalayas. Mules and yaks must be the means of car- 
riage through those mountains. It would, therefore, be better to 
establish trading posts on our frontiers, and let the people come to us 
during the season when the melting of the snows annually permits 
them to traverse their mountain passes. — 

‘In the diseusstoh whictr fottowed, Dr. Campseny referred to the de- 
sire of the Thibetans and Yarkandis to trade with us, and thought 
where we could get permission from the proper authorities to make 
roads through their country, good roads should be made by us. He 
asked Mr. Cooper what operated in stopping him from reaching India 
from China ; whether it was the jealousy of the Chinese or Thibetans. 
Mr. Cooper replied that, the fear entertained by the Chinese of the 
loss of their tea trade with Thibet, and Lama fear for the religion of 
their country, were the interests that etood in the way of his reaching 
India from China. 


Mr. Cassxxts gaid the Rassian market had been referred to as likely 
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sooner or later to enter into competition with India in Central Asia. 
Some years ago, when he was in Bombay, the Indian Government ob- 
tained a number of patterns of goods which the Russians had been 
sending into the market for Central Asia, and on these patterns being 
sent home as semples, it was a curious fact that they turned out to 
have been made in Glasgow. He asked Mr. Cooper for his opinion as 
to Captain Sprye’s roate. Mr. Coopsr replied that he had neither 
traversed nor, indeed, studied it. But if this route led to Yunnan 
direct from our port of Rangoon across our own possessions in Burmah, 
it was decidedly worthy of ag much attention as the Bhamo and Talifoo 
route. 

Mr. Saunpers addressed the meeting at some length, urging the 
necessity of Government removing the political hindrances, which he 
had no doubt was one of the principal causes of Mr. Cooper's having 
failed to reach India from China, and Thibet from Assam. 

Captain Sprve being present, the Caarmman asked him to favour the 
meeting with some remarks on his route. That gentleman said he had 
not come to speak of that route, but to hear Mr. Cooper describe the 
more northern ones he had go perseveringly and enduringly explored 
to the furthest limits it had been possible for him to make way. He 
had great pleasure, however, in stating that the route which, after the 
most full inquiries about all others, he had felt it right to select and 
advocate in the interests of the manufacturers and merchants of the 
United Kingdom generally—viz., the short direct land route from 
Rangoon to the Meikong or Upper Cambodia River, in the Burmese 
Shan State of Kiang-Hung, on the south-west frontier of China—was 
in no respect abandoned by its home commercial approvers. On the con- 
trary, the whole of the information that was permitted to ooze out from 
time to time of the result of the efforts of the Government of India to 
open longer, more difficult, and less promising routes, could not but 
confirm the reflecting and disinterested manufacturing and mercantile 
bodies of the kingdom, that whatever local dry season trade might in 
time be established by the circuitons Irrawaddy and Bhamo route to 
Tralifoo, or by the Bramapootra and Upper Agsam route to Bathang, 
trade worthy of the name of commerce could only be carried on con- 
tinaonsly the year through between the United Kingdom, the Burmese 
Shan States, aud Suuth-Wext of China, by the route and the means suv 
loag recommended by the Chambera of Commerce of the kingdom to 
the favourable consideration of Her Majesty’sand the Indian Governments 
—viz., the most direct practical land route north-east from Rangoon. 
Captain Sprye observed that in the present age the shortest routes for 
commerce, by both sea and land, were all essential to commercial suc- 
cess; and showed that the Kiang-Hung route had received the warm 
approval in various ways of the late and present Chief Commiasioner 
of British Burmah, the late Deputy Commissioner O'Riley, Assistant 
Commissioners Richardson and M‘Leod, of Captain J. M. Williams, 
and others of long service and travel ia British Burmah and the adjacent 
countries. He showed that Chief Commissioner Phayre had repeatedly, 
se long back as 1862-63, urged the Government of India, officially, 
to permit it to be surveyed; and had expressed to him (Captain 
Sprye) the hope of ultimate success, if the home commercial public 
continued to press it earnestly on the home authorities. Further, 
that in 1865, Captain J. M. Williams, many years Public Worka 
Officer in British Burmah, had very strongly recommended the route 
to the then Secretary of State for India, in an official memorandum 
which was laid before Parliament. In contrast with which Captain Sprye 
forcibly commented on the fact that from his firat reading a paper on 
the subject to the Royal Geographical Society in 1860, his views and 
recommendations, and the wishes of the home commercial community, 
had been opposed only by Government officials in Calcutta and in Lon. 
don, none of whom had ever been in British Burmah or Burmah proper. 
He remarked that those officials, having consequently based their op- 
position on misinformation, misconception, or erroneous policy, had 
greatly misrepresented the direct land route, even in official docu- 
ments as well as in Eastern and home journals. As one of many in- 
stances of this, he stated ,that after the first half—250 miles—of the 
direct land route had been, under the ordera of Lord Cranborne, 
satisfactorily surveyed, and the completion of the survey to Kiang- 
Hang had been recommended by the present Chief Commissioner, the 
late Viceroy of India and his Council—under migguidance, of course— 
sent home a despatch, in 1868, representing that “there remained 
still 1,230 miles of the route to survey in unknown and wild foreign 
countries, besides alternative lines;’’ whereas there only remained 
about 280 wiles, for the survey of which the survey party was at the 
time fully organised, with the cordial concurrence and co-operation of 
the King of Burmah; and that, of a considerable portion of that 280 
miles the Government of India had long possessed full information in 
official reports and itineraries of officers who had traversed it, under 
their orders. Captain Sprye further pointed out that the happy com- 
pletion of the Suez Canal rendered the opening of the direct Jand 
route from Rangoon to the West of China, of tenfold importance to the 
manufacturing and mercantile classes of the United Kingdom ; inas- 
much as goods would he able to be delivered by it in China within 
thirty-five days from their leaving British ports, and the many rich 
products of Western China would be there received in return in a 
similar short period. By the Canal, Rangoon is only 7,834 miles from 
England, thirty-two days’ fair steaming ; and the Kiang-Hung fron- 
tier of China being 580 miles from Rangoon (the half of which has 
been satisfactorily surveyed), goods would be carried across on a tram- 
way, even at the slow rate of but twelve miles an honr, in forty-cight 
hours, making thirty-five days only from England to China. He 
(Captain Sprye) continued to consider this an Indian and Imperial 
benefit, all worthy of prompt realisation, and he deeply regretted the 
many year; it had been already advocated in vain. During this lost 
period, under the patronage of enlightened and far-seeing rulers, those 
much greater, more diffienlt, and most costly undertakings, the Suez 
Canal and the Atlantic and Pacific Railway have been completed and 
brought into working order, to promote and accelerate the fature 
commerce of France and the United States with the Empire of China 
and its surroundings, 
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Mr. Hyp Cranez, in his closing speech, remarked on the import- 
ance of the questions that had been discussed, and complimented Mr. 
Cooper on the able and persevering manner in which he had penetrated 
80 adventurously into unexplored parts of Eastern Asia. He dwelt on the 
very great interest England had, in theae days of general peace and com- 
petition for the trade of the world, in the establishment of commerce by 
every route that could be peacefully opened for it with both Central 
Asia and Western China; and, with hearty commendation of those in- 
dividuals who devoted themuelves as pioneers to these objects, often to 
undergo not only personal labour and privations with expenditure of 
their private means, but also public neglect for awhile, he concluded 
by proposing a vote of thanks to Mr. Cooper for his a motion 
which was most cordially carried. 


THE FRENCH MASSACRE. 

Tue attack on the missionary party in the vicinity of Tient- 
sin, in which Mr. WILLIAMSON was murdered, has now been 
succeeded by a more determined onslaught against Chris- 
tianity. According toa telegram by Grant’s line, via Ki- 
achta, received on the 5th inst., it appears that a riot 
occurred at Peking, and that a mob attacked and fired 
the Roman Catholic Cathedral, murdered all the priests 
and Sisters of Mercy to be found iu the neighbourhood, 
and then retired. The persons murdered are French 
subjects, and for the general good of foreign relations 
with China at this moment it is well that it has fallen to 
the lot of France to avenge this atrocity. The Under-Secre- 
tary, in reply to Mr. Maaniac, stated that no information had 
reached the Foreign-office on the subject, and they very much 
doubted the report. It is certainly singular that the French 
Government has no special telegram, and the Russian Govern- 
ment says nothing on the subject. Our press are backward 
in their comments ; only the Post talks of satisfaction for the 
outrage. 


TuE project of raising a subscription for the relief of the 
unfortunate sufferers by the collision of the Oneida and 
Bombay has been revived. Sir Joun Lussook is the trea- 
surer, and his firm will act as receivers. The appeal says :— 
“The deep regret and heartfelt sympathy for the victims of 
this untoward disaster, which has found such prompt and 
general expression, leaves no room to doubt that the British 
public are anxious to unite with the American people in re- 
garding it in the light of a common calamity. The legacy 
of international goodwill left by Mr. Pgasopy to this 
country and his own has added a fresh motive to the natural 
wish that the English community should be permitted to 
participate in alleviating the material distress of the families 
so suddenly bereaved by this providential visitation.” 


Oor correspondent at Yokohama records another incident 
illustrative of the progress of the Japanese Government. 
The Commercial Department, which was formed for the pur- 
pose of carrying out more effectually all matters connected 
with foreign trade—has decided on establishing a line of 
postal steamers between Yokohama, Hiogo, and Nagasaki, 
and for this purpose have purchased the steamers Vymph 
and Sakana. This is certainly progress ; for at the present 
moment our own postal arrangements do not include the 
service to Nagasaki, and the mails from England frequently 
lie weeks at Shanghai en route. The postal authorities here 
say they cannot give any aidin the matter. While we meet 
with 80 much opposition from the Chinese, it is refreshing to 
experience such enlightened views among the Japanese. 


Tae Council of Administration has published a notice 
to the effect that the income of the Suez Canal has not been 
sufficient to allow of the payment of the coupons which fell 
due on the first day of the present month, and that con- 
sequently the payment of the coupons, both of the shares 
in circulation and of the “delegations” representing the 
176,602 shares of the Egyptian Government, is adjourned, 
but will take precedence of all future distribution of dividends. 
We are sorry for the necessity for this announcement, and 
hope that the traffic through the Canal will grow rapidly and 
allow the payment of fair dividends. A telegram from 
Ismailia anuounces the satisfactory transit of the Sarthe, one 
of the French troopships, drawing 6°30 metres, equal to 202 
English feet. 


By the last mail from Colombo we learn that it is rumoured 
that the Imperial Government propose to take an important 
part in the Galle harbour improvements, and by a larger 
outlay to make them more complete. We are sorry to find, 
however, that the impression is incorrect.

The subjoined is a copy of a despatch from Her Majesty’s Mi- 
nister (Sir H. 8. Parkes, K.C.B.) at Japan, forwarded to the secre- 
tary of Lloyd’s by the Foreign-office, respecting the loss of the 
British ship St. Dunstan, and the kind treatment the survivors of 
her crew received from the hands of the Japanese authorities :— 


“ Yokohama, May 2. 

‘©My Lord,—I have the honour to report another instance in which the 
Japanese have treated with marked humanity and kindness the crew of a 
wrecked British vessel. During the night of the 3lst March the British 
ship St Dunstan, bound from Glasgow to Yokohama, struck on the south- 
ernmost point of the promontory which forms the eastern side of the Bay 
of Yedo, and shortly afterwards became a wreck. The Japanese authori- 
ties gave me notice of the occurrence in the enclosed despatch, and they at 
the same time tovk measures for forwarding to Yokohama the shipwrecked 
crew. Iaving communicated this despatch to Her Majesty’s Consul, he 
has informed me in the accompanying report that the master of the S¢. 
Dunstan speaks in high terms of the officials and people of the place where 
the wreck occurred. The latter fed and lodged him and his crew, while 
the former rendered him all the assistance in their power in saving such 
portion of the cargo as could be collected from the wreck. A naval court, 
which sat on the 26th ult., attributed the wreck to imprudent conduct on 
the part of the master of the St. Dunstan, and, in view of the loas of life, 
as well as vessel and cargo, the court suspended his certificate for six 
months.—I have the honour, Xc., “H. S. PARKES.

There is no established change for the better in the market, occa- 
sional symptoms of improvement being but short lived; the public 
sales have been considerably smaller than for some time past, yet there 
is no return of confidence on the ee of buyers, the extremely low 
acale of prices established last month continuing to rule. Business by 
private sale has become still more contracted, as, in addition to the 
impediment caused by the still unsettled dispute with the importers, 
dealers are, as usual at this season of the year, chicfly engaged in stock- 
taking. Public sales were held on the 5th and 6th inst., comprising 
17,486 packages, of which about 11,000 packages were sold, all with- 
out reserve. Four breaks of Pakling Congou in boxes brought 1s.64d. 
to 1s. 64d. per 1b. About 1,000 boxes new-make Congou, with all 
faults, sold at 11d. to 1s. per Ib., and several parcels of red-lenf aift- 
ings, with all faults, at 44d. to 64d. per Ib., prices being slightly lower. 
Common to good common red-leaf Congou brought 11d. per lb., and 
some “ with all faults”? 10d.-to 104d. per Ib., showing no alte- 
ration on current rates. Very common spurious Shanghai packed Con- 
gou sold at 3d. to 34d. per lb., being again lower. Pingsuey Green 
‘eas sold somewhat irregularly, but generally at former rates. 

With regard to the present low range of prices Messrs. Huth and 
Co.’s Circular remarks :—We have reached about the extent of thefall, 
to which our reports for a long time back had steadily pointed. It 
can hardly be expected that the new shipments from China will be 


-harried off at the quick rate of the previous two or three years. If 


this prove true, our stocks must gradually work smaller, allowing room 
for the good common qualities of Congou at last to recover themselves 
to some extent, As to any important improvement there is nothing

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at present that could justify the looking forward to it. Our stocks are 
much too large yet.

-t Messra. Kilburn, Kershaw, and Co. report:—The market continues 
very quiet, with rather easier prices for good Silk, and a more sensible 
decline for common and undesirable sorts; the season of the year is
